It was moved by Commissioner Sauer, duly seconded by Commissioner
Waterfall, to recommend approval of the proposal as presented with the
following conditions: provide “historically informed” and appropriate front
door design; provide louvers on tall windows on north and south elevation
instead of glass; and, confirm with the State Historic Preservation Office
(SHPO) that the proposal will not affect eligibility.

[ID-15-10 - The Marist at Cathedral Square - Diocese - Proposed
Affordable Senior Housing - 111 South Church Avenue (Downtown Core
Subdistrict)

Commissioner Sauer recused due to conflict of interest.

Staff Dillon introduced the proposal and read the comments from
Johnathan Mabry (CHPO) into the record.

The applicant, Jon Mirto, from Poster Frost Mirto, and Matt Stuart, from
Cypress Engineering, presented the proposal. The applicant noted that
there will be sufficient space to the historic Brown House for drainage.

It was moved by Commissioner Erickson, duly seconded by
Commissioner Waterfall, to recommend approval of the proposed concept
as presented and to return with any subsequent changes to the proposal
and noting no apparent adverse effect on the adjacent historic Brown
House.

Proposed Renovation & Rehabilitation - 64 West Ochoa Street (Downtown
Core Subdistrict)

The applicant, Jon Mirto, from Poster Frost Mirto, and Matt Stuart, from
Cypress Engineering, presented the proposal.

It was moved by Commissioner Becherer, duly seconded by
Commissioner Erickson, to recommend approval of the proposed concept
as presented and to return with any subsequent changes to the proposal
and recognizing the demolition of a non-historic structure and widening of
the wall opening and noting no apparent adverse effect to the historic
nature of the building per the proposed plan.
